For years my XYL has suffered me 
working DX on various modes, SSB 
and CW mainly. She has become fa- 
miliar with strange names and strange 
Places. About five years ago I be- 
came involved in RTTY, how that 
happened is another story. But I now 
find that XYL is reading my mail, 
on numerous occasions I have returned 
from work to be met with a discus- 
sion on last night’s QSO’s and my 
bad spelling. It could almost be called

town, and also its electrical noises, 

From his shack, Colin can operate 
and look out to the ocean, watch the 
shipping heading for Singapore and 
other places enjoy the view and relax, 

Inside the shack, Colin has several 
rigs for he has the choice of the Creed 
model 54 or the HAL electronic key- 
board and VDU, . For aerials he has 
the dipoles for 40 and 80 meters 
and a home made three element for 
20, but it is tucked away in the trees 
that surround his house. But even so 
as you would know if you have ever 
worked him, the trees do not seem to 
detract from his signal. 

Colin is ably supported around the 
house by his delightful XYL, Pat. Our 
overnight stay with them was well worth 
the drive to see them. This visit 
made a wonderful start to our trip to 
see the RTTY boys in South East 
Asia. 

On return, we saw the sights of Kuala 
Lumpur and then on to Peneng, 

On arrival at the hotel, we found a 
message from Mal 9M2MW, who in- 
cidently was the first 9M2 on RTTY, 
so I rang him and made arrangements 
to meet him the next day. Mals XYL 
Is ALSO NAMED Pat. Again the hos- 
Ppitality was wonderful. Mal’s house is 
in one of the suburbs of Georgetown, 
the capitol of Peneng, and while it is 
a very nice house he does not have a 
lot of room for his aerials. Mal has 
just put up a three element beam 
Yagi and there is just enough space 
for it to rotate between his house 
and the house next door, but again he 
gets out very nicely or maybe its 
just that we listen harder for the 
9M2 boys. Mals shack is well equip- 
ped with a Creed54 and a TS520 and 
the demodulator, and it shows that a 
lot of hard work has gone into setting 
up his gear and getting onto RTTY, 
Especially when you consider that the 
9M2 boys have very little information 
and even less references (apart from 
books), it shows perservance must be 
one of their traits to achieve the good 
signals that they have, 

Aside from the technical side of 
things, Mal and Pat showed us around 
Peneng, and some of the more exotic 
eating places, and also some of the 
more exotic special foods. Our stay 
was an enlightening experience and we 
enjoyed ourselves immensely. 

Arriving in Hong Kong was some- 
thing different, with the rush of traf- 
fic, the hustle and bustle of the air-

over China it became time to return 
to the hotel, but Drake and his XYL 
would not hear of our hiring a taxi 
back so they drove us into town, you 
might notice that I did not say back 
to the hotel, because they had other 
ideas, and we spend a pleasant evening 
at their favorite Chinese cafe. I am 
not too sure just what we ate that 
night, and please do not tell me, but 
it was a happy night and we all had 
a good time, 

The next day Tony, VS6AQ and Drake 
took me to their special spare parts 
street---oh for a place like that in 
Sidney, Any bit you needed was there 
and at unbelievable prices, but when 
one is traveling, HOW much bits and 
Pieces can one aquire, and still re- 
main within the weight limits? What 
a marvelous street to have at ones 
back door. 

While traveling with Tony and Drake, 
I saw a sight that would make any hard- 
ened amateur cry, There was an 18 
story block of flats with approximately 
300 or more TV aerials on the roof, 
and there in the middle of it all was 
an I8AVT, I think it belonged to VS 
6BB, boy, he must be a brave man, 

Well after dashing around Hong Kong 
and looking at the goodies for the after- 
noon, we all repaired to the Chinese 
cafe where we teamed up with the rest 
of the RTTY boys.
